The Enormous Amonat of Land that 
has Passed from Government 
Coatro*. 

The report of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office for the fiscal 
year ended June 30; 1882, will show 
an inroud upon the area of the public 
domain unprecedented in the history 
of the country. The report last year 
showed that the disporal of lands by 
cash sales amounted to 1,587,617 acres. 
This year’s report show that 
under the same head 8,699,899 acres of 
agricultural land alone, including 
trifling sales of Indian land, to which 
should be added sales of 37 061 acres 
under the Desert Land Act, and 7,194 
acres of coal lands were dispesed of. 
The homestead entries last year cov- 
ered 5,028,100 acres, while for the fi-cal

It is bus a few 
years since the large ranchos of from 
two hundred acres up, which comprised 
this part of the county, were cut up into 
small tracts and offered for sale.
